Judge Cox, who walked with a quick, firm step 
to his seat promptly at 10 o'clock, is a short, thick- 
set man, With military primness of features and 
manner, and mustache and goatee trimmed toa 
point, reminding one of a young Joe Johnston. 
The wisdom of his course in allowing Guiteau such 
unusual latitude is now generally understood. With 
the almost certainty of conviction, he has given 
the prisoner such liberal rulings that it will 
be practically impossible to securea new trial by 
exceptions. Ife has been roitmdly abused for his 
course, but has never moved one jot or tittle from 
the path he first laid out. Ashe sat straightas an 
arrow in his chair and looked out over the misera- 
ble court room, he showed no sign of uneasiness or 
emetion, and it was easy to see the steadfast will 
that has setu new precedent in criminal trials and 
stood by that precedent through thick and thin. 

“There comes Guiteau,’’ ran around the court 
room, as the door opened and Marshal Henry's 
burly form appeared. Behind the marshal, walk- 
ing so close to the jury that he actually brushed its 
knees, came acgshambling figure. The shoulders, 
square and broad, were hunched up—the closely 
shaved head well settled and crouching between 
them, moved  furtively from one side 
to the other. This was Guiteau, 
the assassin of Garfield. He was clad 
in a Cheap gray suit that fitloosely. A pair of cheap 
eye-glasses hung from his coat lappel. His hair was 
cut very close.and showed the bumps of an ugly 
skull. His mouth was large, and of changeable 
expression, the thick tips twitching and curving 
constantly. Heappeared to recognize no one in 
the crowds through which he passed, his eye shift- 
ing uneasily untilhe reached the counsel's desk. 
There he stopped and whispered a few words to 
Seoville, who listened witha weary, half-sad air, 
scoville made no reply, and the 
ASSassin, putting his shoulders up again 
and dropping his head down _ between 
them, hustled on to the prisoner’s dock. - Reaching 
that he adjusted his chair, pulled two newspapers 
out of his pocket, and sat down. Suddenly he said, 
in a loud voice,‘‘Happy New Year to allof you. I’ve 
had a very happy New Year. I had a big reception 
—high-toned, middle-toned, low-toned folks. This 
shows that the public is with me, and wants me 
acquitted.” 

It is impos@ble to describe the vague, perfunctory 
way in which this was said. The utterance was 
purely mechanical—the manner abstracted. It was 
addressed to nobody, being delivered apparently to 
his newspaper. The tones were dry, hollow, with- 
out the slightest emphasis, pause or inflection. 
They were delivered precisely asif they were turnéd 
out of a cast-iron throat by acrank. Indeed, they 
reminded me of only one deliverance I ever heard. 
That was when a curious Swiss clock opened its 
dial,and a cuckoo hopped out,crew three automatic 
crows, wheeled on its metallic base and vanished 
in the clock again. Having made his speech, 
Guiteau took his eye-glasses, held them to his eyes 
and apparently buried himself in his newspaper.

The prosecution has sum-

gentagainst the prisoner. Ilis previous life has 
been sifted, and novhing found to justify the belief 
of insanity. it has sitaply demonstraied 
that he unconscionable dead- 
beat, too lazy to work, but greedy of good things, 
and hence a petty thief. His whole career has been 
one of make-shifts—tirst swindlimg a boarding 
house keeper, next bleeding a politician, then beat- 
ingacommunity. The key-note to his life is his 
inordinate vanity. Possessed with the idea that he 
was a lecturer, an author, an orator, a preacher, a 
lawyer, a statesman, and having not the slightest 
qualification for either—he has been a sort fof in- 
tense Tittlebut Titmouse—with higher vanity, 
deeper wrongs, and swifter impulses than his Eng- 
lish prototype, 

The only possible ground for convincing the jury 
that he is insane, is that the act itself proved insan- 
ity. It does look incredible that any man of such 
light weight, such petty methods, such shallow af- 
fections, should deliberately shoot down the presi- 
dent of the United States, in the heart of a 
gient city, in open day, without being in- 
sane. John Wilkes Booth might have done it; 
the nihilist assassins might have done ity any other 
assassin in the world's history; any man of deep 
convictions, of strong character, of tragic leaning 
or inclination, might have done it, and sternly 
smiled as they paid forfeit with their life. Hereto- 
fore assassination has furnished its explanation in 
the tremendous and inexorable forces that moved 
the assassin, deliberate, brooding and absblute, to 
hiscrime. But that this will o’ th’ wisp—this mean 
trifler and vicious sneak, whose predatory instincts 
led. him no further than the lunch counter, and who 
was a terror only toim pecunious landladies—should 
have comwitted acrime that in daring and atrocity 
has no parallel from Brutus to Booth, at first seems 
incredible ov any hypothesis save that of insanity. 

The explanation | suspect isthis: Through a long 
life of petty meannesses this naa had become so 
depraved that he believed Grant, Arthur and 
Conkling would protect him. The same abnormal 
vanity thatied him toso over-value his own im- 
portance, unbalanced his judgment of everything 
else. His weak brain was heated by the factional 
frenzy then raging, and his governless nature was 
fed by his accumulating reverses. If he believed 
that Grant and Arthur would protect him, his crime 
loses its audacity ,and a mistaken cunning sup- 
plies in him the sterner stuff that moves the ordi- 
nary That he did so _ believe is 
proved by many things. By his first exclamation, 
‘“Tamastalwartof the stalwarts’’—by his hurried 
declaration that he killed Garfield so that Arthur 
might be president—by the request to General Sher- 
man to simply see that he was protected from the 
instant fury of the mob, and by the arrange- 
ment he made with the hack-driver to sim 
ply carry him beyond immediate danger. 
But more than all by the stupefaction that seized 
him when he first read in the papers that Grant 
and Arthur denounced his crime and indieated 
that he ought to be hung. He seemed to be utterly 
unable to comprehend this for some time, and 
when he did his whole manner changed; his pres- 
ent theory of the defense was formulated. No 
where did he mention or suggest ‘‘the inspiration 
of the deity,’’ that is now his sole defense, 
until after he realized that Grant 
and Arthur had deserted him. The ‘‘deity’’ was 
an afterthought. 

I was struck as I sat listening at the trial: the 
lumbering heavylawyers; the tedious witnesses; 
the sharp interruptions of the prisoner; the light 
cheeriness of the audience, and the dark tragedy 
that was behind it all; with the uniqueness of this 
trial among all trials of this sort. Whatan enor- 
mous distance _ this shaved-skull clown 
has ied us all from the gloom and sorrow of a few 
weeks ago: how far he. had cuxrried that 
audience from the broken-hearted mother and sor- 
rowing widow at Mentor; how jauntily he jingles 
his fool scap and bells over a grave on which the 
funeral flowers have hardly lost their bloom What 
a difference in the scene it presented and the trial 
of the nihilist assassins. What 
this have been with John Wilkes Booth in the pris- 
oner’s dock’? What tremendous and profound inter- 
est would there have been in probing the depths of 
his tragical nature—in bringing to light the secret- 
springs of his life, and laying bare the tense pas- 
sions of hisseul. The world would have waited 
breathless as the great lawvers confronted the great 
actor, and sought to wring from him the names o¢ 
his accomplices, or put before him as a witness the 
oue woman he ever leved. How 
meagre and flippant and trifling is all this 
trial compared to what the superb and stormy scenes 
of the other world have been? How wretchedly 
scant of all that is serious or thrilling. With 
what slight accessories is the trial made up. A few 
faded landladies, whose meat and bread the poor 
devil had eaten without pay; a wife from whom he 
was divorced simply because he didn’t care to sup- 
port her; a half dozen cranks with whom he once 
associated in crank communities; two or three 
book agents to prove that when a book agent him- 
self he collected money without delivering goods; 
a Woman or two to prove that he had, on occasions, 
been immoral.

How patty weak 
and vicious fellows, as he is, with Misdirected 
aimsand mistaken purposes, with maladjustments 
and misestimates, are drifting on the swirling cur- 
rents of life—as worthless as he, but less known 
simply because they haven't yet been 
thrown on the rocks. An outcast from 
all sympathy, devoured by nu consuming 
vanity as deadly as the delirium of drink, a miser- 
able slink, despised, avoided, dodged, mistrusted 
and kicked out.

OF THE DARK DAYS PRECEDING 


THE CIDER REIGN. 


How Chandler Played the Bole of President- 
Maker, and His Subsequent Disappointment 
—Plots, Counterplots and Deceits Innu- 
merable—The Candidate for 1850, 


PHILADELPHIA, January 7.—{Special Correspon- 
dence Constitution.}—‘‘1 made Hayes president, 
and every man, woman and child in this country, 
except Hayes himself. knows it and acknowledges 
it.”* : 
The late Senator Zack Chandler made this truth- 
ful declaration many times during the iatter years 
of his life, but there was one occasion upon which 
he made it with unusual emphasis. It was in the 
Falmouth hotel in Portland, in 1878. General 
Charles S. Grovesnor, of Ohio, and one or two other 
gentlemen were present. Mr. Chandler was in 
Maine, speaking for the Repbbiican cause, 1n that 
which Mr. Blaine was in that 
year making not more for the maintenance 
of his political prestige throughout the nation 
thah for the supremacy of the republican party in 
that state. He had to contend against the hostility 
of President Hayes and many of his federal offi 
Cialis, .as well as against the united forces of the 
greenbackers and democrats. It was a long and 
hard pull for him to win, and Mr. Chandler was 
there to lend a helping hand. His speechesin that 
campaign were marvels of practical thought and 
vigor, and did great good wo the cause he advo- 
cated. 

‘Vou must smoke these greenbackers right outof 
their holes,’ he would say. ‘You can never coax 
thegn.”’ 

Ife acted upon this theory, and assailed them in 
thdir strongholds with scathing ridicule and stub- 
born arguments. He had as little patience with 
Pr@ident Hayes’s policy toward that contest as

DOWN THE Bayov and Other “Poems. By Mary 

Ashley Townsend (Xariffa.) Bostou: James R. 

Osgood and Company. 

The many admirers of Mrs. Townsend's fugitive 
verse Will be glad to know that her poems have been 
handsomely envolumed by Osgood, who doesn’t 
seem to be afraid to take risks with the poets. The 
poem which gives its name to the book has some 
exceedingly effective word-paintings of the strange 
scenery clustering mysteriously around the Louis- 
iana lagoons. Itseems to have been intended as 
the basis of a narrative poem. We way say of it, as 
of a slice of cheese, it is good as itis, but where is 
the original cheese’? Here are some very effective 
verses descriptive of the Old Fort on lake Ponchar- 
train: 

‘There were the cannon, blear and black, 
Directed toward no foeman’s track; 

Swart battle’s puny infants swung 

In the rude cradle of a time 

When dreams were dwarfs, invention young, 
And science, with its white, sublime, 
Eternal face, yet scarcely free 

From swaddles of its infancy. 

With decp throat void of even a threat, 
Prone on the grass-grown parapet, 

In mute impotency they lay. 

Up to the rigid mouth of one 

A clambering roseits way had spun ; 
Fighting the air with sweet increase 

Of fragrance lavished near and far, 

It clung there like a kiss of peace 

On the barbaric lips of War.”’ 

This is not the highest poetry, to be sure, butit 
is a melodious umbling together of some exceed- 
ingly vivid fancies.

_ THE EAGLE’S WINGS 


TOBE EXTENDED OVER THE 
SOUTHERN CONTINENT. 


The Late Secretary «f State, Blaine, Formulates a 
Proposiion That All the South American 
Republics Should Accept the Protec- 
torate of the United States. 


Wasurnoton, January 7.—The general char- 
acter of Mr. Blaine’s circular note to the re- 
publics of Central and South America has 
become known. It bears date about the mid- 
dle of November, and was sent by the same 
steamer which conveyed Mr. Trescott and his 
secretary, Mr. Walker Blaine. It sets forth 
at considerable length the attitude of the 
United States toward the other republics up- 
on thisand the South American Continent, 
afiirming that it is our policy to use the 
good offices of this nation to establish and 
perpetuate peace between the various nations 
to which this note is addressed. It affirms 
that it is not the desire or policy’ of the 
United States to interfere in the domestic 
roncerns ot any of these nations, but that the 
commercial interests of the United States ar 
cee; ly interested in the existence of harmo- 
nious réeiations between the various republics 
themselves and between each of the United 
=tutes, 

The letter, after discussing at great length 
the mutual interests of the UnitedStates and 
the nations addressed, discusses the question 
ef the great influence -of Kuropean powers 
upon the two American continents, and vir- 
tually proposes that the United States and the 
various other republies to which the circular 
jetter is sent should come to a mutual under- 
Standing in regard to this matter, and vir- 
tually proposes mutual guarantees against any 
interference or supervension from abroad. The 
letter was prepared with yvreat care, and 
While the subject above alluded to is very 
fully discussed, the tone of the letter is said 
to be eminently conservative. The letter 
proposes on behalf of the United States an 
international conference and the republics of 
those of Central: and South 
America to meet ut Washington on the 30th 
of next November. The request is made that 
the authorities of each should name twocom- 
missioners to represent their government at 
this conference. The object of the conference 
is to discuss questions of mutual interest and 
to promote friendly feelings. It is understood 
that at-the same time this letter was dis- 
patched, a second circular letter was 
mailed to each of our ministers, sétting 
forth that while it was well-understood to be 
a very delicate matter for one nation to men- 
thon pecuniary matters to another in connec- 
tion with such an invitation as had been ex- 
tended by the United States, still our govern- 
ment desired to defray all the expenses of 
this conference, and it was therefore leftto the 
discretion of each minister to call this fact to 
the attention of the government to which he 
is accredited in such a way us shall appear to 
bim to be the most fitting.

A LACERATED LUNG 


Ina Triangular Fight Jno. Lawless Reeeives a Dan- 
gerous Wound at the Handa of Henry Garvin. 
About 11 o'clock last nicht a row occurred at 
Faith's bar-room on Deeatur street, near.Fort, in 
which Jno. Lawless, a well known Atlantian, was 
dangerously, probably fatally, wounded by Henry 
Garvin, who is equally well known in the city. 


Froci what particulars the police could gather it 
seems that there was quite a crowd in the bar-room, 
the greater portion of whom were under the in- 
fluence of liquor, when a difficulty—the origin of 
which is unknuown—oceurred between John Law- 
less and John Stowers. For a few minutes these 
two engaged<Abe attention of the crowd in a 
well contested fist fight. Stowers proved 
too much for Lawless, however, and 
Lawless brovught- his knife to his aid and 
guve Rtowers an ugly wound down the left arm. 

Up to the tinré Lawiess drew his knife there was 
no interference, but when the blade made its way 
through Stowers’s flesh Henry Garvin, one of the 
crowd, drew a knife agd rushing at Lawless drove 
it into his left breast up to the hilt. 

As the knife was drawn from the wound th 
blood spurted forth in a stream, and 
Luwiess fell to the floor. Garvin and 
others then left the bar while some of the spec- 
tators to the almost fatal affair carried the wounded 
man toDr. Martin’s drug store where his wound 
was examined and dressed. 

The physician, Dr. Martin, says the left lung was 
badly cutand that the wound is an exceedingly 
dangerous, if not fatal one. 
in a carriage and driven to his home where he still 
lingers between life and death. 

S@on after the affray occurred Officer Mass was 
informed, and after following Garvin to his home, 
arrested him. When the policeman arrested Gar- 
vin he deuied his name, but finally admitted his 
part in the difficulty, and accompanied the officer 
to the station house. 

At the time the arrest was made Officer Moss did 
not know the nature of the difficulty and the 
extent of Lawless’ injuries, and after 
reaching the station house instructed Station House 
Keeper Moon toallow him to sitin the office until 
the affair could be investigated, but while Mr. 
Moon was engaged locking up a prisoner Garvin 
skipped ont, and a thorough search has not yet 
revealed his whereabouts. 

All parties to the difficulty stand wellin Atlanta 
and the affray is credited to liquor.

A FALSE ALARM. 


A Rumor and WhatIt Came of. 

Yesterday one of those rumors which spread like 
wildfire was circulated through the city to the ef- 
fect that a case of small-pox was to be found in the 
neighborhood of Jenkins street and the Atlanta 
medical college. In view of the much talked of 
scourge and its prevalence in other cities, and a 
fearon the part of many that it might extend 
its ravages to Atlanta, this report 
was accepted :§ truth by quite 
a number. while others preferred to await corrob- 
oration before placing confidence in the rumor. 
As soon as the report reached Dr. Armstrong, presi- 
dent of the board of health, he at once communi- 
cated with Mayor English. The mayor had in the 
meantime heard of the rumor and dispatched a 
note to Dr. Armstrong. The two actingin concert 
soon selected a competent board of physicians, who 
were sent to the locality in which the disease was 
said to have made its appearance. They made a 
careful search of the houses in the neighborhood, 
and visited the buildings in which were the only 
two sick personsin that portion of the city. These 
persons were found to have not the first symptom 
of small-pox, and the investigation showed that 
whe report was nothing more nor less than a base- 
less rumor, which found its origin in the ignorance 
ofanegro woman. The physicians returned from 
their work perfectly satistied that the report had 
no foundation iw fact. THE CONSTITUTION 
is prepared to assure its readers 
upon evidence and statements which 
cannot be doubted that there has not been ‘and is 
not now asingle case *of small-pox or anything 
that looks like small-pox in the city. At the same 
time itis but the part of wisdom for all who are 
uotalready protected to go at once to the physicians 
and be vaccinated. The public schools are well 
protected, not more than eighty out of nearly five 
thousand pupils being without good sears. This 
admirable state of affairs was brought about by 
wae Slaton, superintendent of the public schools, 
and the board education, the wisdom of whose 
well directed energies is now duly appreciated by 
the people who see that under no circumstances 
cab a stampede—a scare—in the public schools 
occur.
